Says Stefannson will Conduct a 


Lecturing Tour Through U.S. 
in the Winter 


The feasfhility of the Proposal and 
the additional wealth that might be 
added to country’s treasury as a re- 
sult of ite adoption amd prosecution, 
was spoke by Storker Storkerson 
when dealMne with the matter of the 
introduction and domestication of 
wild reindeer into the great north.

The idea has been outlined by Mr 
Stefanason in regard to the domesti- 
cation of reindeer, has come about as 
@ result of his realization that Can 
ada's national wealth might be greatly 
emhanced by reason of the untold 
possibilities that the north contains to- 
ward the success of the venture. 

To obtain grazing concessions on 
the Island of Southampton, situated 
in Hudson Bay, near the mouth of the 
Hudeon Straits, and to procure and 
settle on the island approximately 
10,000 head of reindeer, constitutes 
the initial phase of the proposal. 

With such a number of reindeer 
@s a nucleus to increase the herds 
by breeding and by the domestication 
of the wild reindeer now inhabiting 
the island, it is considered that the 
eale of the meat and other products 
would be a great source of remunera-
